WORLD'S DEBTS INCREASING,

Thiltyseight Hundred Million Dolinrs

Added to Them in Twenty Years.
From the Fall Mall Gazette,

Whether it be & good or & bad thing
for the nations, there I8 no room to
doubt that the debts of the world are
growlng steadily. In 1875 It was com-
puted that they stood at £4,750,000,000,
as compared with a round £4,200,000,000
Iwo years earlier. On the basis of fig-
ureg, muny of which have been ob-
talned by us at first hand, and are Hke-
Iy on that account to e more accurute
than some of the wild guesses to which
certain irresponsible statisticluns have
treated us, we ourselves estimate that
the Indebtedness of the world today
gtands at £5,50,000,000, Ax probably ev-
ery one knows, France has the doubtful
distinetion of being the country which
hus the largest debt, The latest ligures
put the total at something Mke £1,200,-
000,000, which is nearly double the debt
— {460,000, 000—0f Great Britaln, which
ranks as second on the Hsl, Russin
follows with a total of £575,000,000, and
Inglgniiicant Italy comes fourth with
L506,000,(00—that If, If we counl as sepa-
rate items the foint debt of Austria-
Hungary and the individual debts of
the two portlons of the nation, The
Juint  debt stood In 1895 at  £275,-
H0e0; while the debt of Austria alone
was £124678,600, and that of Hungary
alone (207,789,000, or 600,397,600 in all
The United Btates debt amounts to

In spite of the substantial reduction
of the English, American, Spanish, and
German debts. there I8 a net increase
for the fourteen nations In the iwenty
yeury of (848,000,000, It may be added
that In IKES these same twelve natlons
owed  £4,140,000.000, made up thus:

000,000; Ttaly, £455,000,000; Russia, [381,-

000,000; United States, £379,000,000; Spain,

BS there was on this showing a net re-
duction of about 15,000,008 on the in-
debtedness of the natlons enumerated;

while among the new borrowers must
be reckoned Japan, which now owes

amull borrowers—Bulgaria, Denmark,
Norway, Sweden, Chill, Yeru, Rervia,
ete.—we bave allowed <150,000,000,which
is probably only two-thirds of the ac-
tual obligations of these nations.

cheaper, provided eredlts are good, than
it was In 1855, when on some of its
loans FEngland was paylng 3% per cent.,
Indla 4 per cent,, Holland 4% per cent,,
Canada 4% per cent., France, Russia,
and Hragll § per cent, Ituly and Portu-
gal 6 per cent,, Hungary 7' per cent,,
Egypt 8 per cent.,, Turkey and Pera 10
per cent, France, of course, pays out
the largest sum of money every year
in the way of Interest, the total run-

In speaking of the chalr and erown
poetry of the Llanelly eisteddfod of
i%¢ one who signs himself “A New
Critie” speaks of the principal efforts
In rather s disparaging tone, The
chalr was won, it wiil be remembered,
by Pedrog, & nonconformist minister
who was visiting this country at the

time. Twenty-six bards trid for the
prize. The rubject was “Happlness,™
and the adjudicators were Waleyn

Wyn, Cenlanydd, and Berw, who speak
in the highest terms of eulogy of the
suceesgiul ode. Pedrog has been half
smothered with praise ever sinee,
us sev what his poem I8 llke, As it la
written in the alliterative metres, a
literal transiation I8 exiremely dif-
cult, I will do the best I can.

The poem openg with these lines:

“Happiness! 1 usk a proper passport
to It poetical kKingdom, a proof-order
that the purest Muse bestows her smile
un her servant,

“An exquisite subject, and the alm
of the world! Shall 1 sall ita swest
mysticism? The approvriate state of
Huppiness! A pure life, all song.

“Of all the expensive wealth we gee,
It does not matter wheet we poss ss in
the world; If anyone’s soul = without
this, there are the tames of hell”

1 pass un o the opening lines of the
fourth sectlon of the poeim:

“Along the welrd lands of his aneclent
‘Garden' was the ruler, with happy
countenance; but hluek Enemy, tnken
al hig word, stabbed treachery through
the blessed nelghborhood; and Happl-
ness waos then seen, with his Father
leaving man! Migerable, he wandersd
about the guilty land of deterioration;
and be bent in every place, in bleak
night, lower down; he bent, a foolish,
Immortal being, to filthlest fmnges;
Inferlor to his divine orlgin were hix
Innumerable ‘other guds': and the song
of soul's happlness he finds not In the
thickness of dust and mud, nor any-
where, until he pratses God, who brings
henven back to him!"

There are about six hundred lines of
this sort of stuff, I Inflict no further
quotntions on the reader. Of the plan
of the poem It I8 not easy to say any-
thing. There Isn't much of it, as far
as 1 can see. There Is nothing coarse,
or stupld, or vulgar In the poem, and
very little poetry, This was the best
poem out of 28, What must the other
25 have been, T wonder? But let that
pass. “Llew Llwyfo" was the winner
of the crown, Under the adjudication
of “Dyfed,” “Cadfan,” and “"Hawen"
he vanguished fourteen competitors,
His poen was declired to be the best
that has been crowned for many years,
It was an ornament to the Elstoddrod,
and so forth. The subject was “John,
the Beloved Digciple,” and the epening
lines are as follows:

“John! On naming him my Imagina-
tlon saw myriads of diverse scenes
crowding his ways, and wstill greater
diversity of the pecullar characteris-
tics of one who enjoyed the depth of
the Son of Man's #peclal affection,

“The Heloved Disciple! 1 would he
wers, If God wills it, the subjeet of
song, and s alm to add & chord—
though feeble and humble—that would
sound sweet in the great chorus of the
feast that ‘stlll réemaineth'—that falth
seed near by—the grest feast of end-
less  creatlon's restoration—and my
chord; In the universal hymnn of pralse,
aweet through the whole harmony of
the cholrs of heaven (7))  And 1 would
thet my humble song conveyedl some
lesson—some old, pure truth-and eall-
ed to mind, agaln and yet agaln, the
special lesson, according to the divine
order—the chlef Jesson of the mark of
love placed on the most beloved disci-
ple that ever was—the lesson that was,
and will continue through the aged ever
to be—mystery of all mysteries; Love
of God to Man."”

The poet falls into a kind of day
dream, and a mystle Qulde appears
unto him. The Gulde shows him a num-
ber of seenes, A rather tiresome fel-
low, this Gulde—"My Mystle Guide''—
ud the bard calls him—always making
long speeches, The plan of the poem
may be gathered from the headings o
the vurlous sections:

Preliminary, The Fraternity of Beth-
salda, and the House of Zezedee, From
the Baptism of Chrizt to the Night of
His Dlack etrayal, The Passlon, the
Garden, and the Mountain, The Doc-
trine  of Christ's  Resurreetion  gnd
Apostolle Labor, "A Perlod of Generas-
ton'': Persecutlon, Extle and its #ruts,
The poem !s thus a sort of metrieal
eketeh of Seripture history, beginning
with John the Haptist and ending with
the death of the Beloved Disciple. The
glimpees we get of John himself are
few, birlef and nebulous, Out of about
1,000 lines only twenty are devoted to
John's exile in Patmos. What a gold-
en opportunity the poet lost there! Not
a word about the visions seen by John
as recorded In the Book of Revelation!
There are several grotesque passages
in the poem, and Ineldents which are
nelther historical nor edifvizg, 8ome of
the “conferences” savor of the pot-
houge,  John's eruel rebuke to Mary
Magdalene is certulnly not in keeping
with his amicble character, though
Muary's behaviour degerved castigation,
One other quatation taken at random
from the poem:

“Yes, John's voloe hag the game key,
fenture, tone, or characteristle, when
replying to some Insult as when ex-
plaining something that gives pleasure,
exvept when the lack of merit is sug-
gested of the Gospel of Chrlst to bring
Happiness to the world, and that it does
nat touch the aristocracy of man: then
an inspired tone pierces through all he
says, us now, when he answers an at-
tempt mnde Ly the Fmeoror to snesr nt
the ‘lowly state’ of his Savior, and
the ‘unphilasophlea! ghplolty of

religion of Christ’; this alone explaips |

his temper, and rouses Biim to peply,

Theze are sambles of the best poetry
tharned out by the Natlopa! elzteddfon
of 1585, I the game worth the candle®
Mast people would say “No!" Allow
me to make one remark In concluston,
Our Welsh barids look on the chalr and
the crown as the ton of the ladder.
Having got there they do not think of
tryine to ascend anv higher,
the fatal mistake, They should regard
these crown and chalr poems as mere
school exercises or college cosavs, as
mere premilinary canters of thelr Pe-
gasus, the first rungs of the ladder and
not the last.  They should look up
higher, and even higher, Thelr stand-
ard of voetical excellence i ahsurdly
low. After winning a chair they (to
vary the metaphor) rest on their oars.
Instead of that they should go on, by
study and diligent toil, perfecting thelr
art, untll at last they are able to pros
dure work on which the Immortal gods
will smile,

SAD END OF WELSH S80ONGSTRESS,

Mre. Hosewarner, bhetter known as
Gertrude Lewls In Bouth Wales musi-

tron being the late E. M, Corbett. At
the ago of 17 Miss Gertrude
whose volce was a rich sonrano, com-
menced her career as & public singer
by competing at the Abergavenny els-
teddfod for a scholarship, On that oc-
casion Mi=a Edith Wynn, the adjndica-
tor, pronounced her opinion that Miss
Lewis' efflort was equal in pulnt of
merit to that of the winner, Miss Wiil-
iams, now Madame Willlams-VPenn, but
awarded the brize (o the latter on ac-
count of her age, she being a year
younger.
